ſitos Letter To Pearson Reveals 


Persistence In Campaign Of Lies 


In a letter to the American news commentator Drew Pearson, Marshal Tito of Yugoslavia 
has coupled the announcement of an early solution of the “Stepinac problem” with a restate- 
ment of thoroughly disproved charges that the Archbishop of Zagreb was “guilty” of “crimes 


against the people.” 


In his letter to Tito, Mr. Pearson asserts that the release of Archbishop Stepinac “through 
a voluntary move by you would be received with great acclaim by both Catholics and non-Catholics 
throughout the world and would result in a new era of friendly co-operation between Yugoslavia 


and the United States.” 


The real attitude of American Catholics—regardless of the assertions contained in Mr. 
Pearson’s letter—is reflected in the following statement issued by Archbishop Francis P. Keough 
of Baltimore, Chairman of the Administrative Board, National Catholic Welfare Conference.

Washington — The recent ex- 
change of letters between Marshal 
Tito and the American commenta- 
tor, Drew Pearson shows clearly 
that the Yugoslav communist die- 
tator persists in his ‘campaign of 
distortions, misrepresentations and 
plain falsehoods about Archbishop 
Aloisius Stepinac. 


The pretense is still maintained 
that the imprisoned Archbishop of 
Zagreb was convicted of “crimes 
against the people” after a “fair” 
trial. But all the persistence and 
eloquence of Tito cannot veil what 
was plain more than five years — 
and is equally plain today: Arch- 


bishop Stepinac is innocent. He is 
the victim of gross injustice. He 
has never asked for mercy. He 
suffers in silence, 

Only one act can redeem the in- 
justice done to : His uncondi- 
tional release from prison as a 
token to the world that he is an 
innocent man. This act Tito re- 
fuses to perform. His letter to Mr. 
Pearson makes it clear that he 
wishes to stand before the world as 
a merciful judge; all the while he 
ignores the most elementary 
claims of justice. 

Tito agrees that “the past should 
be forgotten and that we should 


look forward to the future.” But 
in the very same breath, Tito harps 
back to the false charges that 
Archbishop Stepinac “not only tol- 
erated but encouraged and bestow- 
ed with blessings” the war-time 
Croat regime; that he “caused the 
forcible conversion of Orthodox 
people into the Catholic religion; 
and that religion is completely 
free” in Yugoslavia. 

To the Tito charge that Arch- 
bishop Stepinac coliaborated with 
the Croatian war-time Ustashi re- 
gime and the nazi and fascist occu-

philosophy and, above all, revela- 
tion are “instruments of truth 
which contemplate the substance 
of this Creator Whom science has 
met along its path, unveil His out- 
lines and point out His features.” 

“Today, after so many centur- 
ies which were centuries of civili- 
zation because they were centur- 
ies of religion, the need is not so 
much to reveal God for the first 
time as it is rather to recognize 
Him as a Father, reverence Him as 
a Lawgiver and fear Him as a 
Judge... the Pope said. 

“This persuasion, taking its re- 
mote inspiration from science, is 
crowned by faith, which being even 
more deeply rooted in the consci- 
ousness of the people, will truly 
be able to assure basic progress 
for the march of civilization.” 

In welcoming the scientists, the 
Pontiff told them that in unveiling 
the secrets of nature and showing 
the way to use nature’s forces 
they “preach at the same time in 
the language of figures, formulae 
and discoveries the unspeakable 
harmony of the work of an all- 
wise God.“ 

The Pope confined himself in his 
discourse to discussing two of the 
five “modes of being” put forward 
by St. Thomas uinas as a 
speedy and safe road to lead the 
mind to God: (1) the mutability

“Therefore, the scientist of 
today, directing his gaze more 
deeply into the heart of nature 
than his predecéssor of 100 years 
ago, knows well that imorganic 
matter is, so to speak, in its inner- 
most being counter-signed with the 
stamp of mutability and that, con- 
sequently, its existence and sub- 
sistence demand a reality entirely 
different and one which is by its 
very nature invariable,” the Pope 
said. 

Whether we consider macrocosm 
or microcosm, the Pontiff went on, 
an evolutionary direction is dis- 
cernible in these transformations 
and they lead to the conclusion that 
“the world is growing old.” By the 
same token, he said, science has 
been able to arrive at a reasonable 
estimate of the time when the 
material cosmos began and came 
from the hands of the Creator. 
Present-day science, in addition 
to looking toward the material end 
of the universe, has been able to 
make reasonable estimates regard- 
ing its age and haß some notion 
of its characteristics at the begin- 
ning, the Holy Father said. From 
calculations based on the observa- 
tions of spiral nebulae, “especially 
as carried out by Edwin W. Hubble 
of Mount Wilson observatory” in 
California, it follows that the 
cosmic processes had their begin- 
ning from one to ten billion years

Every- 
one, without exception, whether 
they be gypsies or Negroes from 
Africa or white Europeans, wheth- 
er they be detested Jews or 
haughty Aryans, everybody pos- 
sesses the same right to say: Our 
Father Who art in Heaven. And 
that is why the Catholic Church 
has always condemned, as she con- 
demns today, every injustice, and 
every violence committed in the 
name of class or race or national- 
ity. It is not permitted to exter- 
minate gypsies and Jews because 
they are considered to be of an in- 
ferior race.” 

Because of this and scores of 
similar statements which incurred 
the wrath of Pavelic and Hitler, 
the Holy See was petitioned three 
times by the nazis and the Ustashi 
to remove the Archbishop from his 
See. It is ironic that the present 
dictator of Yugoslavia shares Hit- 
ler’s view about Archbishop Stepi- 
nac. 

To the charge of Tito that Arch- 
bishop Stepinac caused the for- 
cible conversion” of Orthodox peo- 
ple to the Catholic faith, there is 
abundant documentation testifying 
to the Archbishop’s protest to the 
Croatian war-time regime that 
“only those could be received into 
the Church who, without having 
been subjected to force of any 
kind, might be converted of their 
own free will, after having become 
convinced in their own mind that 
the Catholic, Church is the only 
true Church. 5 

It is a matter of record that in- 
structions from Rome condemned 
forced conversions and cautioned 
against the use of schismatic

Because the Reds have been un- 
able to break the spirit of the Cath- 
olic Church in China, Miss Palmer

The importance of the Red war 
against religion, she observed, can 
be noted from the fact that “only 
one per cent of the Chinese are 
Catholics and the Catholics out- 
number the Protestants six to one 
in China.” 

Miss Palmer said she talked to a 
high-ranking prelate when he 
arrived in Hong-Kong, which is 
now swelled with refugeés, after 
his expulsion from Red China. He 
told her that the Legion of Mary 
is now largely responsible for keep- 
ing the faith alive in China. 

he also pointed out that the 
boundary between Red China and 
the free world is a spiritual one 
and the Communist retognize this. 

“An increase in conversions and 
fervor are the result of the Com- 
munist persecution,” Miss Palmer 
said, “and this religious persecu- 
tion is not of recent origin.” 

She told how the Communists 

first took over part of China in 
1925 and in 1927 they staged anti- 
religious processions in Hankow 
and murdered priests. The Red’s 
march to Yenan took place in the 
’30’s, she said. 
_ Missionaries released from Red 
imprisonment and torture reported 
atrocities during the ’20’s and ’30’s, 
she commented, but only Red 
champions like Edgar Snow and 
Agnes Smedley, with their tales of 
“agrarian reformers” were listened 
to in the United States. 

“We have a very bad record in 
the Orient,” Miss Palmer said in 
referring to our political and trade 
relations with China, “except for 
the missionaries.” 

In closing, she urged: “I beg of 
you to take Communism very, very 
seriously, I have seen the future in 
Red China and we must work to 
prevent its ever coming here.”

It deals with the “moral law,” 
which is based on Nature’s Law, 
and, therefore, is applicable ‘to all 
people at all times. The Bishops 
made it very clear that there are 
not two standards of morality, -one 
to be observed in private and the 
other in public; that the politician, 
business man, laboring mian can- 
not each have a Code of his own, 
but that they are all subject to the

Our country is also filled with 
filthy literature in the forms of 
magazines, comics, and the so- 
called pocketbooks, which cannot 
have any other effect than to de- 
stroy the moral sense implanted in 
the children of good families, or 
imparted by religious instruction 
and spiritual direction they receive 
in our Catholic schools. 


The fact that John or Mary— 
non-Catholics who live next door— 
are permitted to do things which 
the Catholic child has been taught 
to be wrong, is not a justification 
for the Catholic to follow their ex- 
ample. Christ expected that all 
His disciples, all His followers, and 
particularly all His soldiers, would 
be leaders for Him and not follow- 
ers of those who had never been 
taught the ABC’s of religion or 
morality. 


Dishonesty is growing rapidly 
in this country, as is every other 


form of crime. We learned recently 
from the report of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation that sex 
offenses among girls have increased 
12%2% even during the last six 
months. Evidently that cannot go 
on, and God will hold parents or 
the elder brothers or sisters of our 
teen-agers responsible if these 
children are permitted to follow 
bad example instead of being 
urged to give good example. 


Every parent should want his 
boy or girl to be imbued with, and 
to live according to, high ideals 
and standards, The fact that “oth- 
er children are doing it” will not 
be accepted by God as an excuse, 
and will not be an excuse for par- 
ents to omit to declare this neglect 
in the confessional. 


You have heard so often that 
people are now blaming the par- 
ents instead of children for delin- 
quency. They are right, because 
if parents cooperated with the 
teacher in the Catholic school, 
their children would not be af- 
fected by the manner of conduct 
of the uninstructed. In fact par- 
ents should begin their moulding 
of high ideals when the child is 
three or four years of age, never 
letting it get away with an un-

versity, has written a book on 


Spain, published by Sheed and 
Ward, and entitled “The United 
States and Spain.” 


He blames the deep-seated pre- 
judice which has influenced the 
state of mind of millions of Ameri- 
cans and which is due to “partisan 
propaganda of Leftist leaders and 
supporters of the Spanish Repub- 
lic,” and the “sinister propaganda 
of Moscow and International Com- 
munism.” 

He charges that our State De- 
partment has been influenced by 
this existing prejudice and not by 
the factual situation in Spain or 
by sound reasons why, of all coun- 
tries, Spain should be given en- 
couragement. 

Hayes admits that there is “a 
kind of dictatorship—wmilitary and 
anti-Communist”—but repudiates 
the idea that “it is a totalitarian 
dictatorship of the same sort as 
Hitler’s or Stalin’s.” 

During the past nine years, ac- 
cording to Mr. Hayes, General 
Franco has taken steps to trans- 
form Spain into a constitutional 
regime.

You Can Help 


put Christ Back Into Christmas 


HE movement, started several 

years ago, to “Put Christ Back 
Into Christmas” is getting under 
way earlier this year. It also is 
being promoted on a wider basis 
by both religious and secular 
groups who want to stress the spir- 
itual rather than the commercial 
aspects of the Christmas, festival. 


Protestant as well as Catholic 
organizations are giving the cam- 
paign full support. In addition, 
various civic groups and com- 
mercial firms are devising special 
plans to make Americans more 
deeply aware of the real meaning 
of Christmas. 


A campaign for a more religious 
observance of Christmas has been 
Jaunched by the Joint Department 
of Evangelism of the National 
Council of Churches, the most 
widely representative Protestant 
body in the country. 


One of the emphases of the Prot- 
estant drive, according to Dr. Jesse 
M. Bader, director of the depart- 
ment, is on getting more people 
to demand Christmas cards with a 


| 


religious theme. Letters have been 
sent to 2,000 ministerial associa- 
tions and 900 councils of churches 
urging them to persuade parish- 
ioners to buy and send only cards 
that have a definite Christmas 
message. : 


The letters also called upon the 
local groups to encourage churches 
to present Christmas pageants, to 
hold Christmas Eve services, and 
to organize groups of carollers to 
sing the traditional Christmas 
hymns and songs. The singers will 
be expected not merely to enter- 
tain in old people's homes and 
orphanages, but to visit department 
stores and factories—even jails. 


One of the Catholic groups most 
active in the movement to make 
the Christmas observance more 
reverent and spiritual is the Mil- 
waukee  Archconfraternity of 
Christian Mothers, which has be- 
gun its third seasonal drive. 

The Christian Mothers have ar- 
ranged to have the slogan “Put 
Christ Back Into Christmas,” to- 
gether with a picture of the Na-

The archconfraternity is also 
urging that cribs be displayed. in 
every home and that birthday cakes 
be baked on which there will be a 
single eandle in honor of the Christ 
Child, “whose birthday it is.” It is 
distributing Christmas stickers for 
windows and doors, for packages, 
and for car windows. The group is 
also distributing napkins with the 
legend, “Put Christ Back Into 
Christmas,” printed in gold letters. 

A special song entitled, “Let’s 
Put Christ Back Into Christmas,” 
has been written for the Christian 
Mothers’ campaign this year by 
Virgil Kalchthaler of Sheyboygan, 
Wis. Meanwhile, the Christian 
Mothers are.planning ample use of 
radio and television to promote 
their project. 

The Milwaukee movement has 
caught on in the other cities of 
Wisconsin. It also has reached 
cities in other states. Thus, there 
will be similar full-scale drives 
this year in Duluth, Minn., Evans- 
ton, III., throughout the Diocese of 
Fort Wayne, Ind., West Palm 
Beach, Fla., Pittsburgh, Pa., the 
Minneapolis-St. Paul area, and 
many other centers. 


In some communities, the Christ 
in Christmas movement is being 
promoted under joint Protestant- 
Catholic auspices. 


In Fresno, California, Catholic 
churches and Protestant denomina- 
tions are cooperating with the 
chamber of commerce, the city re- 
creation department, the local 
newspaper and a radio station, in 
the annual Yule parade in which 
Nativity scenes will be emphasized. 
The aim of the parade, according 
to the organizers, is to “stimulate 
forethought about Christmas and 
enthusiasm for the real spiritual 
meaning of the holiday.” 

In Reading, Pa. the Greater 
Reading Council of Churches, the 
Catholic churches of the city, and 
the Reading Ministerial Associa- 
tion have endorsed a religion- 
motivated Christmas parade which 
will be held on December 11, There 
will be similar church-approved 
parades in La Junta, Colo., Fond 
du Lac, Wis., Henderson, N. C., and 
many other communities.

“Make it a part of the school 
curriculum financed by the tax- 
payers,” Hearden recommended, 
speaking particularly of tax-sup- 
ported state schools like the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. “If it isn’t 
self-supporting, state help should 
provided; if football produces 
a surplus, it should go into the 
state educational funds.” 

From this distance, it looks as 
though the man is getting very 
close to the kernel of the problem. 
Virtually all of football’s ills are 
the result of its financial structure. 
Colleges greedy for fat gate re- 
ceipts go into the hole to build big 
stadia; they go deeper to buy foot- 
ball teams good enough to fill the 
stadia and pay off the bonds; they 
expand their coaching staffs, their 
scouting systems, their athletic 
lants generally, and before they 

ow it they’re riding a dizzy 
whirligig that doesn’t stop and 
let em get off. 

During a conversation regard-

Later Paul, whose name 1 
changed as I did that of Peter, 
was chosen directly by Me as an- 

Apostle. Didn’t I direct 
these words to Ananias (Acts 9:15- 
19): “Go, for this man is a chosen 
vessel to Me, to carry My name 
among nations and kings and the 
children of Israel, for I will show 
him how much he must suffer for 
My name”? 

Addressing Saul, Ananias said: 
“Brother Saul, the Lord has sent 
me Jesus, Who appeared to thee 
on that journey, that thou mayest 
recover ay sight and be filled with 
the Holy 1 

In the 26th chapter of the Acts, 
Paul tells the story of his conver- 
sion, and refers to his personal 
selection by Me as an Apostle 
(Ibid. 5:16-17). 

The original corporation, com- 
missioned by Me, represents Me 

carries on My work in the 
world. The “One, Holy, Catholic 
and Apostolic Church” was con- 
stituted of the 11 men whom I ad- 
dressed on Easter and on the eve 
of the Ascension, and of Mathias, 
duly elected by My Apostles them- 
selves to replace Judas, and of 
Paul, miraculously chosen by Me 
after My return to Heaven. 

As none of the original members 
of the divine corporation could 
have appointed himself, neither 
can there be any self-appointed 
‘successors of the apostles. Their 
immediate successors could have 
been only those who were selected 
and consecrated by earlier legiti- 
mate successors of the Apostles. 

INQUIRER: Throughout my 
religious experience nearly all 
controversy has centered round 
Peter, who, the Catholic Church 
claims, was appointed head of the 
Apostolic body by You; and about 
the Popes from the earliest days, 
who claimed to be successors of 
Peter—a claim which, I was told, 
could not be substantiated by his- 


tory. 

‘CHRIST—I shall leave to the 
historians to prove that Peter did 
have successors down through all 
the centuries. But presently I 
should make it clear to you that I 
actually did appoint Peter as the 
visible head of a visible organi- 
zation, such as My Kingdom plain- 
ly is, after I, the real head and 
founder, returned to Heaven and 
left My Church on earth.

Peter's Authority 


Let us consider three utterances 
of Mine which not only prove the 
visible headship of Peter over the 
universal Church, but authority 
which such headship implies: 4 


(1) On the very day I called 
Simon to be one of My Apostles, I 
told him that he would later 
called “Cephas,” which in English 
means “Rock.” 

Later when Simon, in the name 
of the Apostles, solemnly profess- 
ed his faith in My divinity, I, in 
an equally solemn manner, told 
him what would be his office in 
My Church: “Thou art Cephas, 
and upon this Cephas I will build 
My Church and the gates of hell 
shall not prevail against it” 
(Matt. 16:18). St. Matthew, who 
quotes Me, wrote in Hebrew, and 
not in Greek nor Latin nor Eng- 
lish. This is important, because 
his Hebrew text leaves no room 
to distinguish between “Petros” 
and “petra.” In My language the 
identical word is used for Peter’s 
proper name and for “Rock.” 

But how could there be any hesi- 
tancy, to accept those words in the 
Catholic sense since they are con- 
nected with these striking words 
which I uttered in the same 
breath “and I will give to thee the 
keys to the Kingdom of Heaven 
and whatsoever thou shall bind 
upon earth it shall be bound also 
in Heaven; and whatsoever thou 
shall loose upon earth, it shall be 
loosed also in Heaven” (Ibid. B: 
19)? Doesn’t St. Paul (1 Cor. 
10:5) refer to Me as “the Rock’? 
Since I called Peter “the rock,“ it 
was evidently My intention to de- 
liver My office on earth to him. 

Hasn’t the “delivery of keys” 
always symbolized the “conferring 
of authority”? I had just address- 
ed all the Apostles when I asked 
them “Who do men say that I 
am?” but following Peter’s pro- 
fession, I immediately switched to 
“thou” and “thee.” 

INQUIRER: But did you not, 
dear Lord, address to all the Apos- 
tles the same words which you 
addressed to Peter: “Whatsoever 
you shall bind upon earth shall be 
bound also in Heaven; and what- 
soever you loose upon earth shall 
be loosed also in Heaven.” 

CHRIST: Yes, I did, because 
they, as a corporate body, were to 
constitute the “teaching Church,” 
but I did not deliver the keys to 
any apostle except Peter. As I 
have remarked, the “delivery of 
keys” has always implied the de- 
livery of special authority. But I 
addressed other words to Petér 
also which indicate most clearly 
that I had singled him out from 
among all the rest to govern My 
Kingdom in My place. 

On the night before I died I ad- 
dressed all the Apostles 3 
Simon—who would not really 
“Cephas” until I returned to 

eaven — as follows: “Simon 
Simon, behold Satan has desired 
to have you (plural) that he may 
sift you as wheat. But I have 
prayed for thee that thy faith may 
not fail; and do thou being once 
converted, confirm thy brethren” 
(Luke 22:31-32).

To render clear the distinction 
between Peter’s official position in 
the Church and his private con- 
duct, I informed Peter that he 
would deny Me that very night.

Each CYO’er selects 
one and furnishes that item. If per- 
ishables are included, they can be 
bought at the eleventh hour. 


4) As for housecleaning and repair 
work, Father Moderator can take 
the volunteers to the houses and 
introduce them. Then the family 
can go to confession while the 
young people work and baby-sit at 
the same time. 


5) On Christmas Eve, food, pres- 
ents and the tree (if possible) are 
delivered by caroling CYO’ers, 
Then your teenagers will have 
their reward, in the happy faces 
before them.
